Department of Agriculture showing that in-the case of corn, 
tobacco, rice, sweet potatoes and pears all production records 
have been exceeded this year. The figures run into the mil- 
lions and billions of bushels and make an impressive and 
highly gratifying showing,

Of these live staples tobacco is not a food article* and pears 


do not occupy an especially high plice.in the list of foods, al- 
though they are wholesome and valuable fruit, but not to be 
compared with apples in all-round value for family use. 


But corn is known as the king of American crops and is 


entitled to that distinction. 
If is the chief basis of the meat 


supply and largely-used in the production of t]ie milk supply, 
in addition to its use as a table article and feed for all domestic 
animals and poultry. A big corn crop means very much to Ihe 
United States, and to other1 countries as well. The crop (his 
year exceeds three billion bushels, an amount far beyond-the 
comprehension of the average person, and its value is im- 
mense, although because.of lower prices 11 will not be worth 
as much in dollars and cents as some previous crops. 
But a 


busliel will make as much beef, pork, mutton and jolmnycake 
as it ever did, and in fjn's facliics its true value. 


In this part of the Country we do riot.'think much about the 


rice crop, but it is an important one in.some of the southern 
states, and it is cheering to be-told that Ihis year's crop is a 
iccord breaker. There is also a record-breaking crop of swccl 
potatoes, a delectable and slaple food product. 


But. while the breaking of records this year is confined to 


the crops mentioned, there are most gratifying reports from 
other fields. There arc big crops of wheat, potatoes, apples, 
sugar beets and even peanuts. We could manage to live with- 
out the latter, but not as comfortably as we do. 


With such a showing as this, why worry about the shrinkage 


in the nuhiber.of-farms, which has,lately been brought for- 
ward and made, mjich' of by alarniists who al'e always'fore- 
seeing and foretelling-.dire eventualities? • There arc speakers 
and writers who arc conslantly predicting that this country 
will in the near future'be. suffering a serious shortage of food 
unless agricultural conditions are speedily improved, and they 
do this in the face of conditions.(hat are altogether assuring. 


Such talk in a country like (hi sis utterly nonsensical, Tire 


United States is (he greatest producing country in tiiei world, 
able to feed not only its own people, but to contribute gener- 
ously to the feeding of the rest of the world. The fact Ihal 
there are a few less farms in New England than there were 
some years ago means little. Some of those that are missing 
have been added to others ;md are producing as much as ever, 
and if here and there a few have been abandoned [he aggregate 
loss in production is too insignificant to cause concern. 


The country may have its problems and its troubles, but i( 


should not be troubled by the fear of hunger.. Nature ordained 
it as a land of plenty. This it lias been up to the present and 
there is no ground for the belief that it will not so continue to 
the end of the chapter. 


From all parts of the country come reports of falling prices, 


and reports of reductions in wages are not aS startling as they 
were. Deflation is (he order of the day, and it is time for if. 


Prohibition agents raided a warehouse in New York the 


other day and made a rich haul, but they had to fight a gang of 
25 brawny men to gain an entrance and a riot call was sounded 
before the trouble ended. The enforcement of the Volstead 
Act means stern business, but while, the la\y stands it must be 
enforced if the country is not to be;disgraced in the eyes of its 
own people and the rest of the world.', ;
